Senate Action Due 
On Education Bill 


Sen. Hill to Push His Measure 
After House Passes Smaller One 


WMhlngtaB '^-Jm—r Sen. Lis- 


ter Hill (D-Ala) said today he 
will push his $11 billion edu- 
cation aid bill now that the 
house has passed a smaller 
measure stripped of college 
scholarship provisions. 


The house sent a $910 mil- 


lion bill to the senate by voice 
vote Jate Friday after reject- 
ing 233-140 a move to shelve 
it. Before final .passage, the 
louse knocked out'the-schol- 
arship section, shifting its 
iunds to a student loan pro- 
gram. 


However, advocates-of .fed- 


eral aid to education-were en- 
couraged by the house vote. 
They said it was the first time 
he ' house had- accepted-, a 
broad education aid bill. 


Traditional reluctance; in 


congress to pass federal aid 
o education legislation has 
been overcome somewhat by 
concern over Russian scien- 
ific gains. These gains have 
wen attributed by some to a, 
ag in American education, 
larticularly in science and 
nathematics. 


There seems little doubt the 


senate will vote at least some 
scholarship money when the 
bill comes up there, probably 
Monday ,or Tuesday. If so, 
the; house .and senate differ- 
ences on this issue will have 
to be worked out in confer- 
ence. 


Scholarship Funds 


Many Republican senators 


were prepared to support 
scholarship funds, although 
not to the^extent provided in 
the Hill bill.
